“THE HARRIS BULK GRAIN ATTACHMENT” 
shown in the accompanying cuts is made with a capacity 
of 173 cubic feet or approximately 50 sacks of grain. 

It consists of a bin, distributing auger, three chutes of 
ample size, doors, lift levers, handles and fastenings, bolts 
and braces built in such a manner that it can be shipped 
knocked down and easily handled, erected and attached 
to our Standard 54^-inch Combined Harvester in the field. 
It can also be attached to the 42 V 2 and 48 V 2 Standard 
machines when 30-inch wheels are used. In addition to 
the bin complete—No. 11000—the parts required are as 
follows:— 

11001. Extension outer Sill and Braces Complete. 

11008. Front Inner Post, Corner Brace and Bolts 
Complete. 

11008. Rear Inner Post, Corner Brace and Bolts Complete. 

11005. Angle Iron Brace from outer sill to main sill com¬ 
plete with bolts. 

11006. Front Extension Cross Sill with bolts complete. 

11007. Rear Extension Cross Sill with bolts complete. 

11009. Hood for Elevator complete with screws.
